He Fired Fatal Shot in 
Belief That Mother Was 
Burglar. 


NO CHARGE MADE 
ON INVESTIGATION 


With Help and Fatal 
Shooting Follows Inves- 
tigation of Noise. 


Fort Valley, Ga. May 23.—(4)— 
Leo O'Néil, 25, overseer on the Oak- | 
land fruit farm, shot and killed his 
mother, Mrs. Tom O'Neil, 65, early 
this morning, thinking that she was 
a burglar, he told a coroner’s jury 
that investigated the tragedy at noon 
today. 

Mrs. O'Neil was a widow residing 
at Byron, Ga., and had been visiting 
her son over the week-end. 

According to evidence produced at 
the coroner’s inquest, the family had 
been considerably disturbed over a 
misunderstanding in the paying off of 
their help on Saturday afternoon. 
Some of the negroes appeared to be 
threatening and O’Neal’s wife and his 
mother were frightened. 

When night came on, the women in- 
sisted that O'Neil pull a couch into 


to protect them in the event of antigi- 
peted trouble with negroes. 

During the night Mrs. Tom O'Neil 
heard a noise outside and she arose 
and went to a window. Her son also 
heard the noise and as he looked up 
he said he saw the figure of a per- 
son. He thought that the-person was 
outside the window and he drew his 
pistol and shot. 

Mrs. Tom O’Neil screamed and 
sank to the floor, in a dying condi- 
tion. Not until then did O’Neil dis- 
cover his mistake. : 

His mother died within two minutes. 

O'Neil at first denied that he fired 
the shot, when officers investigated 
the case, but when the coroner’s jury 
assembled at noon today, he gave the 
Metails of the tragedy. 

The Oakland fruit farm is located 
a half mile out on the road to Perry. 
The farm is owned by J. E. Davidson. 

No charge has _ been preferred 
against O'Neil, and he was allowed to 
go home to take charge of his mother’s 
body. ;

B. C. Williams Seriously

NEAR PANIC ENSUES 
AS TRUCK BLAZES 


Series of Accidents Dur- 
ing Sunday Sends Seven 
Others Seeking Medical 
Treatment. 


B. C. Williams, of 300 West Peach- 
tree street, is near death at Grady 
hospital as the result of a head-on 
collision early Sunday night when his 
light truck and a street car collided 
at Stewart avenue near Dill avenue. 
Several passengers in the street car 
narrowly escaped serious injury in a 
near pataie which followed the crash 
when the truck burst into flames as 
it lay erumpled against the trolley. 
Seven other persons were hurt in ac- 
cidents during Sunday. 

The injured man was rushed to the 
hospital in an -uncontscious condition 
by an ambulance of the Awtry &

Operator Hill was slightly cut and 
bruised about the hands by flying glass 
and by the force of the collision.

Maritime Colors Flying 
From Every Masthead 
As Dictator Comes Into 


Italian Port Sunday. 


CHEERING THRONGS 
FOLLOW PREMIER 


Scene Recalls Triumphs 
of Old Roman Emperors. 
Dictator Kisses Widow 
of Fascist Hero. 


BY FRANCISCO REA. 

Genoa, Italy, May 23.—This ancient 
Italian port has had its opportunity 
to pay homage to Premier Mussolini, 
and its welcome, shouted from 500,000 
throats as the premier arrived Sun- 
day, will rank among the greatest 
ever given the Italian dictator. 

Genoa was in full dress for the 
coming of the steamer Esperia, bear- 
ing Mussolini. The maritime colors 
flew from every masthead, bunting 
and the tricolor had been used to dec- 
orate the public buildings facing the 
harbor and the sirens of every boat 
therein added their welcome to that 
of the populace. 

Decks Are Crowded. 

The figure of the dictator, standing 
like a conqueror of old, could be seen 
as the Esperia steamed slowly into 
port. The decks of giant Genoese 
liners—the Conte Biancomano, the 
Guiseppe Verdi and the America— 
were crowded with spectators who had 
been invited aboard to view the pre- 
mier’s entry. 

Companies of fascists of militia and 
a naval guard of honor lined the 
Pinte Deimille wharf as the premier 
landed. Following their salute, Mus- 
solini inspected 15,000 members of the 
“Balilla,” an infant fascist organi- 
zation whose name originated in Ge- 
noa. The cheers of the multitude fol- 
lowed him as his automobile began a 
triumphal drive to the city hall. 

Hardly had the automobile of the 
premier begun to move before.a party 
of black shirted fascists broke ranks, 
halting the car and kissing the pre- 
mier’s hand, A weman eluded the po- 


lice and approached the car, holding 
her black-shirted infant high that he 
might present Mussolini with flow- 
ers. When the police started to chase 
her away Mussolini called her back, 
patted the child and gave a rose to 
the mother. 


Addresses of Welcome. 


Admiral Cagni, City Commissioners 
Broccardi and Lantini gave the offi- 
cial address of weleome to the premier 
after he arrived at the city hall. Mus- 
solini then dedicated Genoa’s new 
municipal standard. 

In a short address, paying tribute 
to the fine qualities of the Genoese, 
Mussolini said that Genoa was des- 
tined to have a still greater maritime 
future. He said that the standard of 
Genoa must henceforth symbolize 
greater strength, not alone for Genoa, 
but for the fatherland of Italy. 
From the city hall Mussolini pro- 
ceeded to Corvetto Square, where he 
unveiled a bust in memory of the fas- 
cist deputy, Velentino Coda, killed 
while fighting for the fascist cause. 
The premier kissed Coda’s widow. He 
paid tribute to all fascists who had 
died for the sake of their political 
belief and invited the crowd to bow 
in a minute's silence in memory of 
the dead, 

The premier drove to the fascist 
seamen’s headquarters where he for- 
mally opened the Italian Seamen’s 
‘congress.

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ROUGH SEAS FAIL TO SLOW MAURETANIA ¢

In Globe-Circling Dash 


BY JOHN GOLDSTROM.- 


Aboard 8. 8. Mauretania, May 22. 
(By Radio Delayed.)—A rough sea 
whipped by a stiff nor’easter failed to 
slow. this ship materially Saturday 
and as a result I gained 30 minutes 
more on my schedule around the world. 
Captain Rostron of the Mauretania, 
who is doing everything in his power 
to aid my attempt to break the record 
for circling the globe, got 588 miles 
out of the liner Saturday and prom- 
ised me that he would drop me to a 
motorboat in Plymouth harbor by 5 :30 
o’clock (1:30 o’clock Eastern standard 
time) Tuesday morning. 

This means a voyage of less than 
five days and a half, which will leave 
me a few hours behind the time of 
Mears, the record holder, at Plymouth. 
I suspect, however, that Captain Ros- 
tron’s prediction is conservative and 
ms: we a arrive earlier than he 


Toes don correspondent of The 
Conan tution and the North American 
Newspaper Alliance radioed yesterday 


that arrangements had been made at 
Plymouth to take me ashore in the 
fastest motorboat in the harbor and 
that Captain Rostron’s recommenda- 
tion had aided in securing a waiver 
of customs formalities. 

Fifteen. minutes after they Maure- 
tania drops anchor I will step into a 
fast automobile which will rush me 
to the Crownhill Polo grounds, five 
miles from the quay, where a plane 
to Croydon, the air field outside Lon- 
don, will be waiting for me with the 
motor running. ‘Two hours later I 
will catch the regular passenger plane 
to Berlin via Amsterdam. but even if 
I miss it I can make the 8:30 plane 
to Berlin via Cologne. 

At the end of my third day I had 
covered 1,714 miles, 124 miles more 
than are required to maintain the 
daily average of 530 miles necessary 
to complete this trip in the record- 
breaking time of 35 days. I am un- 
doubtedly some miles behind the 
Mears record but my sprint does not 
begin until Tuesday when I hope to 


take a lead which I shall hold to the 
end of the race.

Thisedesperate killer, who always 
has been sane, according to state alien- 
ists, knew that a formal finding of 
sanity in his case would send him back 
to Cook county to be hanged, and he 
begged his wife to get the $5,000 be- 
fore that occurred, the wife declared. 
She tried and she failed; and the 
state authorities now are returning 
Scott to Chicago with a finding he is 
sane, to be hanged.

“Russell told me he would be al- 
lowed to escape from the penitentiary 
if he would pay $5,000 to certain of- 
ficials whose names he would not tell, 
Mrs. Scott said, “They had told him 
that he never was insane, and that 
the only thing to prevent his being 
hanged was the say-so of the state 
officials. Ht they certified him as 
sane, back. he would go to die.” 

Fails to Get Money. 

Mrs. Scott went to the Detroit, club 
women who had raised the fund :

BEIRUT PROFESSOR 
TALKS ON NEAR EAST 


“America is taking back the ‘Mes- 
sage from Gallilee’ in its activities and 
influence in the Near Mast,” according 
to Prof. Herbert L. Willett, Jr., of 
New Orleans, formerly of the Ameri- 
can university of Beirut, Syria, who 
occupied the pulpit of the North Ave- 
nue Presbyterian church Sunday 
morning in the place of the pastor, Dr. 

ichard Orme ‘Flinn. 

Jrofessor Willett, a traveler of wide 
experience in western Asia and Eu- 
rope, returned a short time ago from 
his latest ois to Near Eastern coun- 
tries, where he observed the work go- 
ing forward there for refugee women 
and orphan children. 

“The principles of Christianity,” 
Professor Willett said, “which came 
out of Gallilee in early days is being 
taken there today with the result that 
lives are being salvaged and saved. 
Democracy is being instilled in hearts 
of men, women and children; educa- 
tion is being placed within reach of 
the deserving and industry is being 
given a new meaning under the guid- 
ance and teaching of Americans. 

“Truly, America has shown and is 
showing the way. Through the aid of 
Americans the super-structure is being 
erected in Near Kast countries where 
the natural foundation has been laid 
since the early days of Christ,” the 


| speaker said. 


Professor Willett was in the Near 
East during the world war and imme- 
diately following, observing war con- 
dition and post-war conditions. He 
saw Greece, Syria, Armenia and other 
countries emerging from the catas- 
trophe and helped them In their prob- 
lems. “Without Americas aid,’ he 
asserted. “I daresay these people 
never would have survived through 
the searcity of food. unstable finances, 
desolation and ruin. Showing the 
same spirit that has characterized 
Christian peoples of the Near East for 
centuries, and with America’s help, 
they are ‘coming back’.” 

Mr. Willett sketched briefly the 
work in refugee camps and in homes 
for orphans, told of the daily religious 
program, the educational work and the 
training of boys and girls for useful 
careers. He warmly praised the spirit 
of workers and the philanthrophy 
which had made the work possible.

In Calcium Arsenate 


Treatment of Weevil 


Editor Constitution: Here is the 

experience of Sumter county in the 
matter of our weevil control opera- 
tions in 1925. 
We had used some calcium arsenate 
in previous years, but not over 20 
per cent as much as in 1925. And that 
had been used in various ways—no 
concerted fight being made and but 
few farmers did the job according to 
approved methods. However, those few 
who did it right laid a groundwork 
that was valuable last year when we 
attempted a widespread application of 
approved methods. Proper application 
here for the past four years has never 
failed to reduce weevil damage to 
practically nothing, regardless of the 
season. In 1922 this county was re- 
duced from 65.000 bales made in 1920 
to less than 10,000. But even on this 
disastrous year those few who pois- 
oned right made as much cotton as 
ever. On this our hope was builded, 
and that furnished the bedrock of my 
determination to try to put weevil 
control over on an extensive scale in 
the county eventually. 


To start our campaign, we had Dr. 
R. J. H. DeLoach over for a meeting 
at the courthouse on April 10, 1925, 
to which all farmers, white and black, 
were urgently solicited to attend. We 
had an attendance of about 300 in 
all. Dr. DeLoach certainly succeeded 
in starting things that’ day. 
poisoning’ and the name “DeLoach’’ 
were certainly on the air after that 
meeting. And I tried to everlastingly 
fan the flames with shots in the paper, 
letters to our bankers, etc. Our papers 
were a mighty factor in this under- 
taking. I tried to get up live stuff 
and to the point for them. These arti- 
cles were featured on the front page | 
in heavy type and blocked in. Slides 
were run at the movies, placards were 
posted in conspicuous places all over 
town and eccunty, some of the banks 
wrote their customers in this regard 
and all of them cooperated. Several 
letters were gotten out to 1,200 farm- 
ers all over the county about a week 
apart. The thing then became conta- 
gious and grew beyond those bounds 
that had been anticipated. 


June, July and August were possi- 
bly the busiest months a county 
agent's office has ever gone through 
with. The phone rang constantly, call- 
ers came to the office at frequent in- 
tervals, and each mail brought in- 
quiries about poisoning weevils. As 
long as the sun was shining I stayed 
in the fields—going over about a dozen 
farms a day and advising about pois- 
oning. Then as night came a chance 


“Weevilf 


In all, 40 carloads of calcium ar- 
senate were used in the county. This 
was 1,200,000 pounds or enough to 
adequately poison over two-thirds of 
the acreage in the county. This fig- 
ure, as well as those above on ma- 
chines, is accurate, as it was gotten 
from the dealers based on actual sales. 

The total cost of machines and pois- 
on was about $150,000. But it would 
hardly be fair to charge the entire 
cost of machines to one crop because 
they can be used for some years. 

We can best tell the effect of this 
work by comparing the increase over 
the previous year’s yield here with 
the increase in adjoining counties in 
which weather conditions, etc., were 
substantially the same as ours: 

Kershaw county, 152 per cent in- 
crease yield over 1924; Richland coun- 
ty, 105. per cent; Lee county, 168 per 
cent; Florence county, 177 per cent; 
Clarendon county, 187 per cent; Sum- 
ter county, 206 per cent. 

You will see that Sumter county 
mace a considerably greater increase 
than adjoining covhties, although they 
used considerable poison, but not a 
extensively as we did. Clarendon is 
closest to us in increased production, 
and it is an interesting fact that Dr. 
DeLoach also visited that county and 
a rather intensive poisoning cam- 
paign resulted. But the difference be- 
tween our percentage increase and 
‘theirs is 19, and 19 per cent of our 
1924 crop equals 3,500 bales. Or our 
increase over our previous year’s 
yield was 54 per cent more than Ker- 
shaw county’s increase. This amounts 
to 9,700 bales. One thousand five 
hundred bales would pay for all of 
our poison and machines. So we see 
that the most liberal figuring gives 
fup a material profit. Kershaw also 
used a lot of poison, but not so much 
as we did. If we were to estimate 
a conservative figure for total bene- 
fits accruing from ison here it is 
likely that it would at least 12,000 
bales, That would be allowing us 9,000 
bales due to the dry season over and 
above the previous year’s yield and 
not credited to poison. 

Sumter was the only county in the 
state to make more than 200 per cent 
more cotton than on the previous year 
(excepting Horry—a county that pro- 
duces but little cotton—the crop hav- 
ing been practically abandoned—but 
the acreage was for some reason boost- 
ed considerable in 1925, which ac- 
counts largely for its increase). 

We will have even more thorough 
poisoning this year. The farmers are 
thoroughly sold on the idea, and now 
our job is to try to get a more intelli-

-., There are many theories which pur- 
port to account for left handedness, 
and there are several methods or tests 
for determining native left handed- 
ness in an individual who may have 
been trained to use the right hand in 
spite of natural left handedness. There 
are a few ideas or observations con- 
cerning the relation or influence of 
left handedness upon personality, edu- 
cation, temperament and other factors 
of life, and I should like to present 
some of these theories and observa- 
tions here and invite readers to sub- 
mit any observations about left hand- 
edness which may seem of interest. 
We'll make it a symposium or an 


open forum, and I'll be secretary mere- 
ly. Who knows—I may learn some- 
thing. 

Does Habit Explain It? 

That most of us are right handed is 
commonly attributed to habit or train- 
ing. If habit’or training be the ex- 
planation, then right handedness is 
an* instinct. Physiologists have re- 
cently proved that instincts may be 
developed by training. The great 
Russian physiologist, Pavlov, trained 
a number of white mice to answer 
the dinner bell. It required 300 les- 
sons to train them to know and re- 
spond to the call, that is, their feeding 
and the ringing of the bell were com- 
bined 300 times before the mice would 
run to the feeding place when the bell 
rang. The next generation of these 
mice learned to respond to the call 
of the bell after only 100 lessons. The 
third generation of the mice learned 
to do it after 30 lessons. A fourth 
generation learned after only ten 
lessons. 

I suspect Professor Pavlov is a 
skilled author. When he arrives at 
this bearthless point in his story he— 
well, he might as well have said “to be 
continued next month.” He actually 
said “The last generation which I saw 
before leaving Petrograd learned the 
lesson after five repetitions. The sixth 
generation will be tested after my re- 
turn. I think it very probable that 
after some time a new generation of 
mice will run to the feeding place on 
hearing the bell with no previous 
lesson.” 

Now that was in an address Pavlov 
delivered in America in July, 1923. 
Maybe the cat ate up all’ the mice 
meanwhile. 

Instincts are the result of educa- 
tion or training. Darwin would have 
been delighted with these experiments 
of Pavlov. Dafwin attempted to show 
the same thing in his “Expressions of 
the Emotions in Man and Animals” 
(D. Appleton & Co.) 

Parental training and example may 
have something to do with handed- 
ness—most parents prefer the right 
hand and teach the child from the 
first to use the right hand. But how 
come some children persist obstinately 
in the use of the left hand even though 
their parents are right handed and 
teach right handedness? 

How come a. man buttons his coat 
one way and a woman buttons hers 
the other? And why can neither tell 
off hand which way he or she buttons 
his coat, but must look at the coat 
to see? | 

If handedness is merely a matter of 
habit, haphazardly acquired, it would 
not be difficult for a teacher to com- 
pel a child to change from natural 
left handedness to right handedness, 
nor would it be a matter of any par- 
ticular importance, But there are 
good reasons to believe that it isn't 
such a simple matter, and these rea- 
sons will be considered in discussions’ 
to follow.

An English gentleman—going home. 

Shortly after noon Sunday when 
the Crescent Limited pulled into the 
T al station from New Orleans, 
a KEindly looking man, di ished 
in thdt unostentatious manner pecu- 
liar to the men of Kngland, senped 
from his Pullman to “get a breat of 
air,’’ as he expressed it. 

He was Lord Stradbroke, of Wang- 
ford, Suffolk, England, going home 
after five years of service to the em- 

ire as governor of Victoria, Austra- 
ia. And, while he didn’t say as much 
—English gentlemen avoid sentiment, 
you know—there was an impression 
that he was glad to be homeward 
bound. : 

Not that he had anything against 
Australia—emphatically no. That is 
a great continent, on the other side of 
the world, “primitive, y'know, but 
splendid, .just splendid.””’ But home is 
in Suffolk, where 10,000 acres of an- 
cestral estate await his attention and 
that is where he wants to be. 

“What will you do in England?’ 
he was asked. He looked surprised. 

“Why cultivate my place. Farm 
y’ know.’’ 

“What do you raise?’’ 

“Oh, wheat and oats and other 
grains mostly. Not maize—what. you 
call corn.” 

Somebody who must have been read- 
ing’ American newspaper editorials, 
intimated that perhaps the labor dis- 
turbances in England will result in 
such landed estates as his being taken 
away. Again he looked polite sur- 
prise. 

“But you can farm better in a big- 
ger unit,’’ he said. ‘‘Most of my land 
is worked by farmers, on what you'd 
call ‘shares.’ It is better for them that 
way. The small man doesn’t have 
much chance unless_ he cooperates 
with others and, the way we do things, 
that is all he is doing on my place, 
now, cooperating with me and other 
farmers.”’ 

Somebody again asked him about 
Selling some of his 10,000 acres. 

“Really, y’ know,” he answered, “no- 
body will buy it. I’ve tried numbers 
of times to sell some of it, but I nev- 
er got an offer, y’know.”’ 

Lord Stradbroke has just finished 
a term of five years as governor of 
Victoria. His post is appointed by the 
British crown and takes the place, 
in Australia, of the king in England. 
Which means that it is chiefly orna- 
mental. The governor has to keep out 
of politics, remain strictly neutral, 
and he is actually merely a rallying 
point, a sort of symbol of nationality. 

Scattered replies to equally scatter- 
ed qtestions disclosed that, in all 
probability, skirts in the antipodes 
are as shirt as in Atlanta. But His 
Lordship declined to be closely cross- 
questioned on this point. The climate 
in Victoria must be about the same 
as in Atlanta, also, he said. 

He is pleased that the general 
strike in England is over and while 
he doesn’t think the miners’ prob- 
lem is settled yet, he does think Eng- 
land has seen her worst labor trou- 
ble.
